2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I -IV are patentably distinct as the methods have different modes of operation 

and function. The methods encompassed have different method steps, uses different products and 
have different end points. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Furthermore, the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art as a separate subject 
for inventive effect and require independent searches. The search for each of the above 
inventions is not co-extensive particularly with regard to the literature search. A reference, 
which would anticipate the invention of one group, would not necessarily anticipate or make 
obvious the other group.
